The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.,
Roll Call:

The Invocatlon was delivered by REV. M., H. BURTON, Shettles Memorial
Methodist Church.

MR. M, H, CROCKETT outiined a problem he had with getting a permit for =
building enlaring a bullding on South Congress, stating he would not be permit-
ted to comstruct a bullding as he planned due to restrictions in the Building
Code, The Building Inspector expdiined the provislons, and stated he had suggestéd
the methods that could be used and still comply under the ordinance, Members of
the Couneil were in sympathy with the individual case, but suggested that Mr,
Crockett follow the plans thet would be in ccmplaince with the ordinance,

The Council received & petition frem MR, EARL WILEY, signed by 226 cit:!.ze?s s
requesting that the Govalle Bus be continued up Gunter to the Webberville Road
down Springdale, for the convenlence of schodl children in this section, and also
for a light at Gunter and Airport Boulevard, and a new bridge at Webberville and
Springdale Roads. The Mayor stated the Ceuncil woitld look into this sibuation
and give him a report in two weeks.,

MR. T. E. O'QUINN represented the applicant, and referred to a petition
signed by 590 persons stating they had no objection to the change of zoning.
Some of the people lived near by. He referred to the petition to show the de
mand for the additionsl merchendise.. MR, WILLIAM SHIVE, owner of the property
abutting the 7-11 Store, presented apetltion signed by property owners within
300t of the location opposing the change of zone in that It would decrease the
value of their property; would inerease traffic which 1s already congested;
this area was & residential area near churches and schools, and the petition
asked the Council to deny- this request of zone change. HEV. MAC BARTEE,
Brykerwood Church’ of Christ, presented a petition asking denial of the change of
zoning because of the proximity of the location to the church; because the sale
of beer would not be conducive to the principles for which the church stood;
the sale of beer would be offensive to the consciences of those who worship God
at thet church; the sale of beer would cause a decrease of value of the property;
a ‘tavern could be erected at this locationy and the action of the Council to
give right of sale of beer in this area would seriously jeopardize the influence
of the Church; and the actien of the Cownell to give right of sale 8 beer inthis
sree would destroy their faith in the Counefl. MR. R. E. LEDBETTER, represent-
ing the PPA in Brykerwoods, submitted a petition asking rejection of this change
of zoning.
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Councilman Thompson stated that since the law permitted the sale of beer
only because it was the will of the majority of the people, that the privilege
ghould be permitted to distribute it, although his own personal feelings were in
the opposite direction. He had to declde as a couneilman whether to glve a
merchant the privilege that the law gave him, or to camly with the sincere wieheTp
of the people adjoining the property. Councilman Long stated the Couneil had
followed the recommendation of the Planning Commission in most instances, The

" Mayor expressed sympetihy for the people in this ares as to their problem, He
stated the Planning Commission hed gone over this matter very thoroughly and
had recoomended that the Council grant the change, and the T-11l Stores would
keep this business on a very high standard. He asked that those who favore&

upholding the recmenda'bion of the Planning Commission to vote "aye"; those
opposed to vote "no®™. Roll call showed the following:

MR, MORRIS MOORE, Sales Manager for Payne & Wiley, represented Mr. Johnson,
stating this property was on a traffic artery and the value of hemes was de-
creased., MR.

T, D, CARROL, 4907 Duval., MRS, FRED MILLER spoke in opposition, stating if

this corner were made commercial, it would add danger to the little children
thet have to cross there going to school. The Mayor asked that those who
favored upholding the recommendation of the Planning Commission and denylng the
change of zoning, to vote “aye"; +those opposed Lo vote "no".

The Mayor amnounced that the change had NOT BEEN granted.

MR. O. H. CUMMINGS, Electrical Contractor, spoke in behalf of the electri:
¢zl contractors and as a taxpayer, and asked that the contracts on Brackenridge
Hospital be separated for the following reagons: (1) wnder a general contract,
the bonding capacity of some of the general contractors would be strained, and
there might not be as many bids, (2) +there would be closer coordinstion if it
were a separate contract because the Superintendent of the Hospital could deal
direct with the mechanical contractor and not have to deal through the general
contractor; (3) the mechanical contracts will run 50% of the Hospital job, which
means 50% of the job will be supervised by & contractor who has no actual knowledge
of harthe electrical work is being done, dbut he wuld profit on the initial cost ]8
end any change in plansy (4) if there is an out-of-town comtractor, the mechanical
contractors will have to send in their bids 24 hours ahead of time, and the bids
might be exposed. He stated it cost around $1,000 to make the estimates. Coun-
c¢ilmen Long was disappointed that it had been planned to take didsthis way in- |
stend of separately, and she thought this was a matter of policy thatthe Council
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should have decided upon. Councilman Thompson was interested in the smount that
the City might save in the difference of letting this on a general contract
basis or on a seperate basis. Councilman White stated the general contractor wa
going toteke some profit if he ¢ould get by with it, but it was up to the Couneci
to see that he did not. He did not think the local contractors would have a
chence to beat a general conmtractor's bid, as he had seen this happen a yeer hef
in the cese of an excavation Job. He thought by separating the bids, the city
could save some money, Councilman Long stated she intended o vote to sepearate
them. Cowncilman Thompson wanted to hear the reasons this was planned to be un~
der one general contractor frem the Engineers, the City Manager and the Architecis.
Councilmen Pearson had talked ‘to some different architects end builders and he
felt that on a large cotract like this, the contracts should be separaste unless
this was an exception, and he did realize the problem of coordination on the

" Job to keep the hospital open. Councilmen Thompson inquired if separating the
contracts would affect the general comtractorst bids., Mr. Cummings thought that
could be possible. Councilman Long stated the contractor could still bid the
vbole job. MR, W. K, JEMNINGS stated the mechaniecal contractors 4id not want
to go through s third party, as they had thelr equipment amd were ready to render
service and would like to deal directly with their customers, and did not want
scmeone else adding on a profit and controlling their action in carrying out a
contract, He suggested employing sn expert at $15,000 to $20,000 to ecoordinante)
and that he would do the job better than anyone else, and that is e lot less than
10% or 5% of $1,500,000. He thought there would be more bids from gemeral con-
tractors if the conbracts were separated, as meny contractors could make bonds £
$1,500,000 but not fer $3,000,000, This would keep the jobs ip Austin. Mayor

" McAden stated this was participated in by the Federal Government s and the Archi.
tects had not been hesrd in this respect, and he suggested the matter be con-
tinued over until next Thursdey. Councilman Long did not favor postponing it
another week. Councilman Thouwpson asked if there would be other contractors in
town who might want to bid on it if it were separated. He thought if that were
the case, those other contractors would have Lo have sufficient time to submit
thelr bide. After discussion, the Council deferred this matter until the fol-
lﬁwing week,

MR. 8. Z. SKINKER appeared in reference to his request for water to a lob
in his subdivision. The Administrative Assigtant explained a revision in figureg
from $1,140 to $580 in the drainage costs, a savings of $560. Mr. Skinner state
he did not want to plat this mereage, but he wes advised to do so. The Superin-
tendent of the Water Department explained that the subdivision was submitted to
the Planning Commission; but before it could be given finsl approval, arrvange-
ments for water, sewage or septic tanks, and utilities bhad to be made. He ex-
plained the plan proposed to furnish the water to the subdivision, but Mr. Skivney
wented to connect with a two inch line 200! from his property. Councilman Long
asked Mr, Skinper if the City would extend the wter on that 2" line and let him
bulld that house; and if he bullt the second house and were denied water, would
he feel injured because the City would not Purnish the water, He stated he had
told Mr, Davis that he would pay for 200! so that the City would not have to makﬁ

’
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& refund by serving that house with water, If he wanted to build another house
or two, he would expect the city to extend as much as 100' and he would pay for
&ll water over 2007. Mr. Davie explained that this was not in line with the
policy set down for new subdivisiomns,

_ MR. SKIRNER stated that five years ago the Electric Department strung a
line an the west side of his property--pubting up eight poles--without a permit
cr without asking him apything about &, The Telephone Company alzo has a csble
on these poles. He stated the City owed him five years?! rent, Councilmesy Waite
agked that information be obtained on this, as he would like to know sbout it,

" Councilman Iong outlined Mr, Skinner's efforts to get this property zoned indus-

trial, but it had been twrned down, and she felt Mr. Skinner was entitled to
some consideration from the City, and that this was a hardship case, Councilman

Pearson felt that if the stbdivision ordinence were followed, the Council should
uphold the Engineering Department on this metter; algo this 1s at the begivning
of one of the finest residential sections of the City. Councilman Thompseon
stated if this were changed to industrial, the residents of this area would be

Gamaged, After more discussion, the Mayor asked that Mr. Skinner give the
Coumcll another week to see if ¥hwpecould be some way tovwrk this out for him,
and he stated the matter of the easement on this property would be looked into.

The matter of opening Arroya Seca, Woodrow and Grover Streebs was before
the Counecll. Councilman Thompson recompended that an appraiser appraise the
value of the land that will be econsumed by opening Woodrow Street esnd the Joseph
interests be offered the appreaised price; and if no conmclusion could be reached,
then condemn the land and open Woodrow and let the rest of the streets go at the
Present uptll subdividing naturally develops. Councilmern White moved that M.
Joseph's proposition be taken up for all three of the streects and this extra
acreage, as when you go to Court the matter will be prolonged, and it would
cost more money than what he was asking for it., The motion was seconded by
Councilman Long. ‘

Discussion on the motion followed. Councilman Thompson stated the people
would have more respect for the Council for buying land for hat it was worth and
doing it on the basis of saving the city some money. Councilmen White thought
the three streets would serve more pecple than the property purchased on Guadalup
at $40,000. Councilman Long thought the Joseph offer was = fair price. Counei
Pearson stated the Josephs were asking the people to pay him $11,500 to gen thos
three streets. Undivided subdivisions in this area were valued at $1,500 an
acre; and if the Josephs would be willing to sell the property on all three
streets for $7,500 vhich would be the value of the property, he would like to vob

to open all three of the streets. He could not see paying an excessive value op lthe

property. Councilman Long outlined the commissionerst court's holdings and ape
praisals; and that on the recommendation of the City Manager, the Council opened
Yeates Avenue, and she felt this was a mistake. MR. D. E, PARKE steted the Coun-
ell wag not in favor with the people, as the Josephs had offered to give the prop
erty free with the wnderstanding he would not have o pave it. Couvneilimsn Thompe
son explained that subdividers paved their own property; and that if the City t
over the expense of the development of this tract, pave it, ete., it would ine
crease the value of the adjacent land and enhance the Joseph estate. He thought
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the problem was to open Woodrow and get the access to ‘the school. MR. PARKE
414 not think openingoef Woodrow was the answer to the problem as a whole, as
Brentwood School did not have an access street. Councilman White stated he
had been working with the Joseph boys on this, and that the offer they made was
the definlte ome; that he did not think the city could get by with less by con-
demning the property. He felt that the Clty needed the three streets and the
school needed the park.

Councilmen Thompson offered a substitute motion to Councilmen White's
motion by proposing to have an appraiser go out and tell us what that piece of
land is worth through Woodrow and offer that amount of money to the Josephs; and
if they accept it, buy it and open that street; if they do not, then immediately
institute condemmation proceedings and get possession of the atreeb and open it
at ‘the very first moment and pay the price.

Councilman Pearson suggested adding that while the ap'praiser was there
to make an appraisal of all three streets,

Couneilman Thompson then reworded his motion to include an eppralsal of
the value of Grover, Woodrow and Arroya Seca and the park ares in a fashion that
the actual value of Woodrow alone would be known, and not purchase the whole
thing in one shot, but all of it together or any one of the three parts; and theﬂ
offer Mr. Joseph the appraised price for only Woodrow; and if he does not accept
it, then institute condemmation proceedings and proceed to open Woodrow.

Councilman Long inquired if the substitute motion carried, could Councilw
man White's motion be voted upon. The Assistant City Attorney stated it could
not. She wes anxious to receive a vote on the original motion of Councilman
White. Councilman Thompson then withdrew his motion, and Councilman White's
motion that Mr. Joseph's proposition be taken up for all three of the streets
and this extra acreage, as when you go to Court the matter will be prolonged,
and 1t would cost more money than what he is aaking for it, was before the
Council. Roll eall showed the following vote:

THE Southern Union Gas Compsny if hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand,

greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) dayp before such
